I had hoped that, 
with the other books I sent you, this would indioate to you at least 
the possibility that our oountry and Its traditional principles and 
liberties are in great and immediate Jeopardy, and that it is the 
operative issue and problem of the era. Without it, in ray view, the 
other major ones would not exist or would exist in different form. 

Also, I hoped to give you deeper insight into your own important work. 

You are correct in understanding that I was not panhandling you. What

I will have more in this book. I have the tapes I allude to and will 
be adding their texts.
